Renders Decision That Nation- 
al Banks Can't Insure Their 
Own or Others’ Liabili- 
ties as to Deposits. 


BACKS UP TAFT’S STAND. 


President in Campaign Last Fall 
Deelared Against the Bryan 
Scheme Though Advised 
to Dodge Issue.

Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Special.]— 
Bank guarantee schemes are not to have 
countenance by the national administration, 
in spite of the fact they have been adopted 
by Kansas and some other Republican states. 
Attorney General Wickersham this after- 
noon rendered a formal decision to the effect 
that national banks cannot, under their char- 
ters, go into the business of insuring their 
own or other people’s liabilities in the way 
of deposits. 

Gov. Stubbs and other officials of Kansas 
have been busy in Washington for some 
time, because they hoped the new attorney 
general might find some way in which na- 
tional banks could cböperate with state in- 
stitutions under the local law. Several of 
the Kansas national banks were extremely 
anxious to go into the guarantee system be- 
cause they believed they were losing a good 
deal of business which would come to them 
if they were enabled to become a part of the 
state system. 


Taft Against the Bryan View. 

During the last campaign many important 
„Republican leaders, and more especially in 
Minnesota and Kansas, believed the national 
administration would do well to accept the 
bank guarantee scheme as formulated by Mr. 
Bryan. Mr. Taft, however, took a radically 
different view of the law and of the question 
of policy, and his newly appointed attorney 
general has now decided that national banks 
wannot undertake financial liability of the 

nd necessary to make the guarantee a suc- 
cess. 

Tye Kansas officials are going back home 
to Ste if they cannot devise some change in 
their local law which will enable the national 
banks to come in under the state system 
without losing their charter, but the chances 
are this will be found entirely impossible. as 
the prohibition which now operates against 
the national banks is fundamental and prob- 
ably can be removed only by new legisla- 
tion. 

In holding that a national bank cannot

Limited to Specific Objects. 

A national bank under its charter is limited 
carefully to certain specific objects. It has no 
incidental powers except such as are neces- 
sary to carry on the business of banking by 
discounting notes, receiving deposits, buying 
and selling exchange, coin or bullion, loaning 
money, and issuing notes. Except in so far 
as necessary to conduct the business of 
banks, a national bank has no power at all 
under the federal law, and if it assumes to 
do things not provided for in its charter it 
steps beyond the bounds of its privileges. 

Briefly stated, Attorney General Bonaparte 
first took the ground, which still is followed 
by the administration, that the business of 
insuring deposits was as much outside the 
charter privileges of the banking association 
as life, fire, casualty, or marine insurance. 
It would be manifestly impossible for a na- 
tional bank under the existing charter to go 
into the life insurance business. It could not 
undertake to assume the fire risks of its cus- 
tomers, even if the customers themselves 
paid the premium. 

In the case of the insurance of bank de- 
posits the government holds that a national 
bank has no more right to risk its assets by 
participating in a scheme for the protection 
of the deposits of other banks than it would 
have to go into any other form of insurance. 


Bank Pays the Premium. 

It is the bank and not the depositor, ag At- 
torney General Bonaparte once pointed out, 
that pays the premium or the equivalent of a 
Premium, and the question at once arises 
whether the stockholders in a national bank 
have any authority to embark in the business 
of insuring deposits, presumably in consid- 
eration of increased amount of deposits. It 
has been pointed out that under any of the 
modern systems of the guarantee of deposits 
all assets of each bank would become di- 
rectly liable for the debts of all other banks. 
Therefore, in theory at least, as Mr. bona- 
parte clearly indicated, a bank normally 
sound might lose all its resources to make 
good the misfortune or bad management of 
other banks with which it was unfortunately 
affiliated. There might be, it is said, some 
ible question as to the right of a bank to 
Tonen certain guarantee for the benefit of 
ita depositors, and for them alone, but when 
the question of guaranteeing other banks 
@omes in, there is a clear violation of the 

charter of the national institution. 
If there is any one principle which has been 
clearly established in the courts and by the

A national bank has no power whatever to 
Suarantee the obligations of any thira per- 
son except in connection with the sale or 
transfer of its own property, or as a legiti- 
mate incident to the regular banking busi- 
ness.

Washington, D. C., April 7.—[Special. }—The 
great international bugaboo, Cipriano Castro, 
is under indictment in Venezuela and will be 
| arrested immediately upon his arrival at La 
Guayra. Castro now is at Fort de Franoe, 
Martinique. He landed there today when he 
found the other parts in the West Indies were 
closed to him. His wife continued on the 
vessel Guadeloupe to La Guayra. 

While the state department has been 
cheered by the news of the arrest threatening 
Castro, the satisfaction is clouded with the 
suspicion that the United States may be the 
subject of a baleful bunko game on the part 
of Sefior Gomez, reigning chief executive in 
the South American republic, 

In an effort to make him play fair and give 
stifffess to his backbone, two armored 
cruisers, the Montana and North Carolina, 
are cruising in the West Indian waters. The 
latter vessel has stopped at Fort de France, 
ostensibly to give its men liberty, when they 
have just had all the shore leave to which 
they would be entitled at Guantanamo, Cuba. 
The Montana is in Venezuelan waters, indi- 
cating to the Venezuelan government by its 
presence that the United States will goas far 
as it possibly can to keep the little shopkeep- 
er from the Andes out of the yellow house in 
Caracas. 


. Gomez Is Given Encouragement. 

Besides this display of force the wires are 
being kept hot with encouragement to Presi- 
dent Gomez to remain in office and seize Cas- 
tro the moment he reaches Veneguélan terri- 
tory, with instructions to the American con- 
sular répresentatives in Martinique, a French 
West Indian possession, where Castro has 
landed, to watch every movement of the de- 
posed despot, with urgent appeals to the 
French government to expel him, and with 
communications in regard to him and his 
disposition to various other interested pow- 
ers. 

In addition not only have the president and 
Secretary Knox been conferring in regard 
to the disposition of Castro but it developed 
today that the attitude of the United States 


discussed at a cabjnet meeting yesterday. 

There is no intention on the part of this 
government to let Castro make a monkey 
of it.“ ag one official put it. Should he stic- 
ceed in regaining power his succéss will cast 
ridicule upon this and other mations. But, 
more than this, it will mean that in his anger 
against the United States because of the pol- 
icy it has taken with respect to his return 
homie he will renew with increased bitterness 
his attacks upon American interests and 
finally force President Taft to take extreme 
measures against him. / 


Other Nations Deeply Interested. 

There is an element of gravity in Castro’s 
movements, consequently, which the country 
cannot afford to overlook. It accounts for 
the extraordinary activity of the state and 
navy departments. As Great Britain, 
France, the Netherlands, and Colombia are 
as deep in the mud as this country is in the 
mire, their deep concern over the wanderings 
of the exile will be understood. 

Toward them and their interests Castro 
unqtestionably would adopt a hosttle atti- 
tude. Sitting in Caracas and separated from 
the seashore by a mountain chain, he could 
feel secure. The powers might blockade La 
Guayra, Carupano, Puerto Cabello, and 
Maracaibo, as Great Britain, Germany; and 
Italy did six years ago. They would not 
bombard the towns, but might shell the de- 
crepit forts which are supposed to protect 
them. A few fishing smacks would be seized, 
trade would be Interrupted, foreign interests 
would suffer, and Castro, after the nations 
got tired of this unprofitable game, would 
arbitrate. ; 

This is the Latin-American forecast. It 
does not elate the a@ministration. It may 
be said positively that if the United States 
should determine to spank Venezuela it 
would do so in & way it would remember. 


Consent of Congress Needed. 

In the first place the president would not 
resort fo extreme measures unless he first 
had the consent of congress. President 
Roosevelt broke off relations with Venezuela 
and submitted the grievances of his adminis- 
tration to- the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment. Congress authorized nothing, and 
Messrs. Root and Bacon, as secretaries of 
state, succeeded in arranging the settlement 
of all disputes between the two countries fol- 
lowing the departure of Castro for Europe 
to undergo an operation. 

The unwillingness of congress to take any 
action with regard to Venezuela was due in 
part to the relations existing. between its 
leaders and the president. The new admin- 
istration, however, Is in a different situation. 
It believes that congress would grant author- 
ity to President Taft to do what he consid- 
ered best in the interest of the United States. 
Under such authority the occupation of 
Caracas Might be deemed advisable. 

It is possible that it will be unnecessary to. 
carry out this program, which, in a general 
way, has been mapped out. If Castro can 
only be got rid ef in some way there will be 
no Venezuelan situation. The solution this 
government desirea is that France will re- 
quire Castro to leave Martinique at once, 
thus observing the understanding that he 
would not be pérmitted to remain in French 
territory; that Castro shall continue on his 
way to Venezuela, where he will be imme- 
diately arrested and thrown in jail. 


Death Preferred to Prison. 

Once in the terrible prisons of the South 
American country, Castro, suffering In health, 
will de finished. It would be more merciful 
to kill him inaqvertently when the ship upon 
which he is a passenger shall arrive at La 
Guayra, or after arrest to stand him up 
against a shoot h Having him- 
self thrown enemies {nto fetid confine- 
ment, Castro well — * his own fate

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Thirsty Gary, Ind., Citizens Wait 
Teng for Farewell Quaffs. 


LAST 15 SALOONS CLOSED. 


Bargain Sales and Wakes“ Are Inci- 
dents of Celebration. 


The spectacle of hundreds of thirsty resi- 
dents standing in a line a block long to get 
a final drink at a popular bar was one of 
the unique incidents in connection with the 
closing of the fifteen remaining saloons of 
Gary, Ind., last night. . 

For several days the bartenders had been 
preparing for the dig night,“ but at the 
Binzenhoff, conducted by Binsen Bros., the 


time to serve customers fast enough. At firet 
the customers were served as they crowded 
to the bar, but after a shortjime it was found 
necessary to use the same tactics employed 
during a rush for theater tickets, 

The Binzenhoff was the first bar in Gary, 
and it is said to have been one of the best 
paying places of the kind in Indiana. Sums 
as high as $1,000 have been frequently taken 
in during one day, and once $40,000 in checks 
were cashed by the proprietors to accommo- 
date the employés of the steel mills. 


Recall Many Kindnesses. 

It was because of the courtesy that had 
been shown them in cashing checks that 
actuated the men who stood in the long line 
to wait for one more quaff of their favorite 
brand of liquor. 

At some of the saloons, bargain sales were 
conducted, liquor being sold at cost to old 
customers. What were termed wakes 
were held in all of the saloons, the lid 
being off so far as the observance of the usual 
closing hours was concerned. The licenses 
of the saloon proprietors really expired at. 
midnight, but the police made no effort to 
stop the rush of customers after that time, 
it being understood that early this morning 
the last drinks would be sold. 

The closing of the saloons in the steel ace 
is a result of a remonstrance filed with the 
Lake county commissioners a year ago. The 
Indiana laws regulating saloons provide that 
a petition signed by a majority of those who 
voted at the last election acts as a barrier 
to the sale of liquor for two years. 


Liquor Men Caught Napping. 

At the time the petition was signed there 
were only 165 who had cast their ballots at 
the previous election, and when the anti. 
saloon workers made their rounds quietly 
they caught the liquor men unawares and 
before it was known even among bus 
ness men the petition had been filed and there 
was recourse only in the courts. 

The Uquor men started a suit when some 
of the saloons had to close following the 
expiration of the licenses. This case is stil! 
pending in the Superior court at Hammona, 
and a decision has been expected for severa! 
weeks. Even in the event that this decision 
ts favorable, it is not anticipated that there 
will be bars in Gary for a year owing to the 
provisions of the state laws. 

The fifteen saloons which were closed by 
the expiration of the licenses had been en- 
abled to remain open because the licenses 
had been secured only a few days before the 
filing of the petition of the voters, 


Gross Point Wets“ Are Mad. 
About the angriest set of men along the 
north shore during the day was the aggre- 
gation of saloonkeepers at Gross Point in the 
township of New Trier, which went dry at 
Tuesday's election. They breathed maledic- 
tions on the “drys,” swore they would re- 
fuse to close their saloons, and prepared to 
contest the legality of the vote from the filing 
of the local option petition to the casting of 
the ballots, 
The liquor men contend that the question 
was improperly submitted to the people at 
8 election on the ground that it was voted 
on last year, while the law provides that it 
cannot be submitted again within eighteen 
months. The “drys” reply that it was the 
village of Gross Point to which the question 
was submitted @ year ago, while this time 
it was the township of New Trier, two entire- 
ly different political subdivisions.

was irregular, the specific contention being 
that it was sworn to before officials not quali- 
fied soto act.

and to contest the election results on either

Mr. Kidder was formerly of Boston, but for 
several months he has spent most of hia time 
in New York. He is member of the Somerset, 
Unton, and other clubs of Boston and of the 
Brook and Metropolitan ciubs of this city.

Mrs. Avery is wealthy, more than. $3,000,-

She is well known in the society of Chica- 
go, New York, and London, where she wasa 
favorite in the American colony. During 
her residence there she and her mother lived 
in a fashionable house in Grosvenor square. 
and the name of Mrs. Avery often was men- 
tioned as the possible bride of several of 
England's younger lords. 

Among those who courted the young Amer- 
ican widow while she was a resident of Eng- 
land were the duke of Norfolk, whom it was 
reported she would have married but for dif- 
ferences in their religious beliefs, and the 
duke of St., Albans. The latter is a member 
of one of the oldest families in England.

tion of Canada yesterday,’ last night, and 
early today, Chief Willis L. Moore of the 
weather bureau sent out a special cold wave 
warning this afternoon. 

Mr. Moore’s forecast indicates compara- 
tively cool weather for several days in the 
eastern half of the United States, with frost 
in the middle and upper Mississippi valleys, 
the Ohio valley, the great lake region, and 
thence over the middle Atlantic and New 
England states. The forecast adds that the 
frost may reach down into the gulf states. 

The storm struck northern Mississippi 
Monday night in a tornado that attained a 
velocity estimated at from seventy-five to 
100 miles an hour. Nine persons are reporied 
killed, fifteen are injured, some of them fatal- 
ly, and thousands of dollars’ worth of dam- 
age done to buildings and crops. 


Great Losses in Tennessee, 

This tornado, passing north into Tennes- 
see and Kentucky, caused heavy damage to 
buildings, wrecking a schoolbouse at Bun- 
tyn, Tenn, and imperiling the lives of 300 
chiléren. Meager reports as to fatalities 
come from these sections, owing to the 
wrecking of telegraph wires, but several 
deaths are reported, not verified. 

Passing into Indiana and Ohio yesterday, 
the cyclone destroyed factories and other 
large buildings in its pathway. At Massil- 
lon, O., the high wind, tearing the roof from 
a foundry, menaced the lives of 400 employés, 
killing one. At Wabash, Ind., the havoc was 
widespread, the loss being estimated at from 
$100,000 to $200,000. Two dozen dwellings 
were demolished, while their inmates fied 
for their lives. A woman, with her children, 
was pinned under the wreckage of her home, 
which caught fire, and she will die from 
burns. The city’s electric service was 
wrecked and the town was in darkness 
throughout Tuesday night. The wind was 
followed by a cloudburst, and many bridges 
are washed away. Many families are home- 
less. Fifteen are injured, two fatally, in 
Toledo. 

Northern Indiana Suffers. 


In northern Indiana the storm late last 
night killed one man at Albion. Two hundred 
houses were destroyed in small villages. 

At Cleveland the fishing tug George Floyd 
with seven men aboard and the sandsucker 
Mary H. with a crew of nine men are miss- 
ing, while the barge Norman Kelley, with 
a crew of four persons, three men and a 
woman, near Sandusky, was rescued to- 
night after a desperate struggle as a result 
of a fierce wind storm which raged on Lake 
Erie. 

In Michigan a boy was killed by the flying 
roof of a house at Brighton, two boys were 
@rowned in a small boat in the Detroit river. 
and three fishermen were drowned by the 
capsizing of their boat near Wyandotte. 
Lightning killed a child at Ionia and set fire 
to thousands of collars’ worth of farmhouses | 
and barns. A child was probably fatally in- 
jured in Detroit by flying débris. 

At Jennings, in Missaukee county, Michi- 
gan, three young men were killed by being 
caught under a wall that wae blown down by 
the wind. The damage to roofs, chimneys, 
plate glass, etc., probably will reach $75,000 
in Detroit. 


Wisconsin Is Wind Swept. 

A terrific wind storm swept Wisconsin 
today. Many boats were reported overdue 
at various ports along Lake Michigan and 
at Milwaukee, while the northern Michigan 
copper country reports from five inches to 
two and a half feet of snow. 

Southern Canada was a heavy sufferer from 
the storm, incomplete and unverified reports 
showing that the loss in small towns will 
reach the hundred thousands. Six persons 
were injuréd and one young child fatally hurt 
and property loss of $75,000 entailed at New 
Lonéon, Ont. 

At Buffalo, N. Y., the gale reached a ve- 
locity of seventy-five miles an hour. Four 
persons, badly injured by flying bricks and 
debris, are in hospitals, and several ships 
have been beached, while a dredge was sunk. 
One man was crushed to death by a falling 
cornice. a 

The wind reached a velocity of sixty-eight 
miles per hour in Pittsburg. It is estimated 
that damage done throughout the city will 
be in excess of $100,000. About thirty per- 
sons were hurt, and two of them are so badly 
injured that they may die. 

An airship owned by the Eagle Aeroplane 
company of Pittsburg was about ready for 
flight when the gale struck the tent it was 
kept in and blew both tent and airship away, 
demolishing both.

NONE 10 TAKE RAISE IN PAY 


That Is Strange Situation Which 
Confronts School Board. 


OVERLOOK IMPORTANT FACT. 


Discovery Upsets Plan to Increase 
Physical Culture Salaries. 


When is a raise in salary not a raise? 

That was the problem over which the Chi- 
cago board of education deliberated for some 
time last night. The answer finally evolved 
was: A raise in salary—the salaries of 
physical culture teachers in the Chicago high 
schools—is mot a raise when it doesn't raise 
any one’s salary. 

The problem arose over the recommenda- 
tion of the school management committee 
of a proposition submitted by Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools Charles P. Megan. 
The physical culture teachers of the high 
schools are divided into two groups, the first 
group embracing six years and the second 
group seven years. The maximum salary 
of the second group is $1,200 and of the first 
group 81.600. Mr. Megan proposed to in- 
crease the maximum of the second group 
to $1,300, and to increase the first year of the 
first group from $1,350 to $1,400. Then, too, 
there was a proposal to give a*bonus of $50 
this year to all teachers except those who are 
getting the maximum salaries in either 
group. 

Important Fact Overlooked. 

The board has been trying to figure out 
some way to increase the salaries of phys- 
ical culture instructors, for they are scarce 
Consequently Mr. Megan's proposition was 
received with favor until Trustee Post called 
to mind a fact that had been overlooked— 
the fact that there are twelve teachers of 
physical culture in the Chicago high. schools 
at present and each of them is @rawing a 
salary of $1,600, the maximum salary of the 
first group. 

“This report and recommendation gets 
nowhere at all,“ said Mr. Post. There is 
about as much to it as there is to the other 
propositions to raise teachers’ salaries.” 

„It does seem to be rather mixed up—a 
case of ‘now you see it and now you don't’ 
from the teachers’ point of view,“ said 
Trustee Oscar F. Greifenhagen. “I move 
to recommit the recommendation to the 
school management committee,” 

The motion was carried with a rush. 


9 Will Increase Milk Sales. 


As a result of the success of the Chicago 

permanent school extension committee of the 
Chicago Woman's club in establishing a mar- 
ket for certified milk at a penny a bottle in 
the Hamline school the board of educa- 
tion granted the request of the committee to 
establish similar markets in the basements 
of the Seward and Smyth schools. 
‘To relieve the crowded condition of the 
Irving Park schools the board of education 
approved the plan for entering into a contract 
whereby a two story brick buflding will be 
erected at Rockwell street and Springfield 
avenue and leased to the board for school 
purposes. The building will be erected under 
the supervision of School Architect Perkins 
and the lease will be drawn at $75 a month 
extending to June 30, 1911. '

Former Senator Fears Gov- 
ernor Has Agreed with 
Lorimer on New Man. 


_ MANY LONG TALKS HELD. 


Executive Said to Think Own 
Progress Needs Sacrifice 
of Auroran.

Springfield. III., April 7.—[{Special. I- Gov. 
Deneen. following a disturbing talk with sup- 
porters of Albert J. Hopkins, is in a still more 
disturbing conference tonight with Congress- 
man William Lorimer. Mr. Hopkins, dis- 
tressed by the frame of mind in which the 
governor appears to find himself, has invited 
some of his friends to make haste and come 
down. having reason to believe Mr. Deneen 
desires his elimination from the senatorial 
situation. * 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer have arrived 
at an understanding which makes possible 
the consideration of a candidate other than 
Mr. Deneen Himself and now are engaged in 
an endeavor to find the man who will satisfy 

both parties to the arrangement. 

The preliminary to this came in a talk 
which the governor had with United States 
Marshal C. P. Hitch, the latter being in- 
formed as a friend and supporter of Mr. Hop- 
kins that the governor had done everything 

in his power to-reélect the ex-senator and 
that it could not be done without the use 
of Democratic votes. 


Deneen Tires of Long Wait? 

Such a method of returning Mr. Hopkins, 
the governor said, was out of the question, 
and the situation was not encouraging for 
any further efforts in behalf of Mr. Hopkins. 
It was explained that the ex-senator was 
~ pelying, seemingly, on the endeavors of the 

governor and his friends, and if that were 
his sole reliance the agony might as well 
da ended. 

Mr. Deneen further told Mr. Hitch it was. 
impossible for the state administration to see 
all its plans for legislation go to pieces merely 
because of the inability of the Hopkins peo- 
ple in the assembly to reélect him to the 
Senate; that the administration was con- 
cerned about matters of more immediate per- 
sonal value than the success of the ex-sen- 
ator, and that the whole legislative program 
could not be sacrificed in a vain effort to re- 


turn Mr. Hopkins. 


Mr. Deneen is said to have expressed his

BX-BANKER DIES SUDDENLY 


Death of Frank W. Lyle of Do- 
wagiac, Mich., Causes Inquiry. 


Indicted on Charge of Embezzling 
$1,447 from Elks in Home City. 


Frank W. Lyle, former president of the 
City bank of Dowagiac, Mich., who was 
facing the state penitentiary on charges of 
embezzlement, died yesterday morning of 
uremic poisoning and erysipelas at 49 St. 
James place. Shortly after his death a re- 
port reached the Sheffield avenue police that 
the former banker had committed suicide, 
and an investigation was begun. 

The body was taken to Bentley’s undertak- 
ing rooms, 238 Lincoln avenue, where Deputy 
Coroner Kennedy took charge of the case. 
Coroner’s Physician H. G. Reinhardt made 
a post-mortem examination and reported that 
death had been caused by uremia and facial 
erysipelas. Lyle became ill a week ago and 
had been under the care of Dr. W. F. Semple. 


Statement by Physician. 

LI attended him from the first and I know 
there was no attempt at suicide,“ said the 
physician. The night before he was taken 
sick he was with his wife at the dog show. 
At supper afterward Lyle ate some creamed 
dried beef that may have poisoned him. He 
had acute pains in his stomach. The facial 
disease developed later. Fear that he would 
die prostrated hig wife and the effect of his 
death on her will be serious.“ 

Soon after Lyle’s body had been removed 
to the undertaker’s the flat on St. James 
place was deserted. A maid said Mrs. Lyle 
already had departed for her home in MicN- 
gan. 
the morning they found a woman weeping 
beside the dead body. She is believed to be 
the Mrs. Grace Palmer Broderick who 
eloped with Lyle from Do c at the time 
of the bank failure in Marth. 1908. She was 
the wife of a prominent physician. 


Accused of $1,447 Theft. 

Some time aga Lyle was arrested, charged 
with embezzling $1,447 from the Dowagiac 
lodge, B. P. O. Elks. Following the failure 
of the bank of which he was president ne 
was indicted by the grand jury in Buchanan 
county, Mich. He was at liberty on $13,000 
bonds: With him Ira B. Gage, vice president 
of the bank, was indicted, charged with re- 
ceiving money for deposit when the bank was 
insolvent. 

Leon R. Lyle, 21 years old, secretary of the 
Dowagiac Automobile company, arrived in 
the city in the afternoon and will take the 
body of his father to Michigan today. for 
burial.

Not Specific. on Issue. 


In anticipation of a loud voiced protest 
against the latter, a large number of inter- 
ested persons attended the committee meet- 
ing when the bill was taken up, but, in spite 
of the repeated urgings of members of the 
legislature, the men could not be persuaded 
to be specific. They insisted that the bill was 
sound in principle and fair, and that its pas- 
sage was desirable to prevent any possibility 
of the influence of a member of the taxing 
body being used to secure business for a 
firm with which he was associated. The 
delegation of coal men was headed by L. 
R. Rutter, and among the dealers were R. 
F. Marino, Howard Eldredge, W. R. Worth, 
F. Lukens, A. R. McGoodwin, and others. 

Legislative friends of Upham were pre- 
pared to resist charges that he had used his 
position as a member of the board of re- 
view to secure contracts from firms which 
had to come before him on the assessment 
of their taxes, but the coal men refused to 
make such statements. 

Representatives Shanahan, Hope, and Led- 
erer exhausted all the questions at their com- 
mand to get the coal men to explain spe- 
cifically the evils they expected to be cor- 
rected by the passage of the bill. They were 
asked if they could present any evidence to 
show that any member of the board of as- 
sessors or the board of review had used his 
official position to force firms or persons to 
buy coal of any particular coal company. 
They replied at first that there was a possi- 
bility of such influence being used, and that 
the bill was meritorious as designed to pre- 
vent any such use of official power if any 
one in the future were inclined to turn a 
board of review position to personal advan- 
tage. 


Mr. Rutter Explains. 


** But have you any man in mind now who 
is doing any such thing?“ asked Representa- 
tive Hope of Mr. Rutter. 

“TI should prefer not to answer that ques- 
tlon,“ Mr. Rutter replied. 

Finally it was said that for some reason 
not explainable by any commercial develop- 
ment 75 or 80 per cent of the coal business in 
the loop district, a business which ten years 
ago was divided up by at least twenty firms, 
was monopolized by one firm. 

We cannot trace the fault to ourselves, 
said Mr. Rutter. ‘ We are as energetic now 
as we were ten years ago. We have as good 
quality of coal, and we can make the price 
all right, but we cannot get the business. 
There is a reason, and it is not commercial. 
I know one firm which had been supplying 
coal to a big customer for eight years. This 
coal man was told that although his coal was 
satisfactory and his prices were right, there 
wads a reason why the contract had to be 
taken away from him and given to a certain 
other firm. Wearenot here to make charges. 
but these are conditions, and in protection 
against them we ask for this bill.“

STATE LOSES MONEY BY IT. 


Tells Legislators Both C ould Be Saved 
by Stopping Cause. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., April 7.—{Special.]—Dr. W. 
A. Evans, head of the Chicago health de- 
partment, appeared before the house appro- 
priations committee this afternoon to sup- 
port @ bill making an appropriation for the 
field work of the water survey under the 
direction of the University of Illinois as a 
means of cutting down the death rate from 
typhoid fever 

It was pointed out to the legislators that 
the state is losing money and lives useless- 
ly from water contamination and that both 
could be saved if the causes were traced and 
eliminated. : 

Cites Experience of Pittsburg. 

Dr. Evans used the experience of Pittsburg 
as one illustration, saying that there an in- 
vestigation had been made of a typhoid death 
record of 600 in one year and it had been 
found that the loss had been $1,500,000. In 
Illinois, he said, the loss from typhoid fever 
was about $3,000,000 annually and of this 
amount he estimated $2,700,000 as useless.“ 


death rate from typhoid fever had been 178 
per 100,000 of population, this now being re- 
duced to 15 per 100,000. To show the vary- 
ing rate in erent coupties he gave the fig- 
ures of Williamson county, with a rate of 110, 
and Jo Daviess, with a rate of 8. 

Some remedial cause, he sajd, must be 
responsible for such a difference. Fifty per 
cent of the Chicago typhoid cases he.classi- 
ned as vacation typhoid,”’ being contracted 
during the summer by Chicagoans out of the 
city and brought back to the city by them. 

For these reasons he urged that the state 
undertake a thorough investigation of the 
water supply of the different localities. The 
bill was laid over for further consideration.

POLICE FIGHT PENSION BILL; 
DELEGATION VISITS CAPITAL. 


Object to, Extension of Benefits to 
Every Member of Department—Dr, 
Evans Goes to Springfield. 


More than a score of municipal department 
heads and their assistants descended on the 
legislature at Springfield yesterday to take a 
hand in the consideration of legislation af- 
fecting city employés and public policies. 
Some went to boost and others to knock bills 
recently introduced and now being pushed 
through the committees. 

A committee of police officials and police- 
men, headed by Assistant Chief Herman F. 
Schuettler and Inspector Nicholas Hunt, 
went to urge the defeat of an amendment to 
the police pension laws. The bill provides 
that all members of the police department, 
whether policemen or otherwise, be allowed 
to retire on pensions after having reached 
the service and age limit prescribed in the 
pension laws. At présent policemen are the 
only members of the department eligible to 

pensions. Police operators and matrons, 
who are Ineligible to pensions, are said to 
have been responsible for the introduction of 
the new bill. 

Information was received by Corporation 
Counsel Brundage that vigorous’ efforts are 
being made at Springfield against the Chi- 
cago wheel tax ordinance.

- Confesses to Girl in Case. 


WOULD ONLY WED FORTUNE. 


Hence Boy Tried Extortion Scheme to 
Get.

Atlanta, Ga., April 7.—[Special.]—A brown 
eyed girl who lives at Gainesville, Ga., was 
the incentive for the “ black hand letters 
sent to Asa G. Candler, the banker, which 
have caused the arrest of an 18 year old boy, 
Danie} Johnson, who is a member of Mr.

The boy made a full confession and 
admitted that he had no accomplices in the 
attempt to secure money from Candler. 

It is doubtful if there will be any serious 
prosecution of young Johnson. Banker 
Candler js in a forgiving mood towards John- 
son, his prise Sunday school scholar, and 
is not disposed to push the case.

Blackmail Case an Old One. 


The chief justice said he knew nothing 
about the judge who, Cleland asserted, paid 
$1,000 to a woman to escape a criminal prose- 
ecution. This reference was to Judge Beitler, 
who when running for the legislature nine 
years ago paid 61,000 to a woman to stop a 
blackmailing story that was to have been 


the money against his attorney's advice. 

e explained he had procured a divorce for 
the woman and that afterward she attempted 
to blackmail him. She recently was com- 
mitted to an insane asylum.

He showed the utmost indignation at the 
action of President Gomes. saying: 

It was I who placed him in his high posi- 
tion, and I have been badly recompensed. 
But justice Is imminent, and the only satis- 
fagtion that I desire is that the light shall 
be thrown) on those infamies which have 
deen attributed to me.“ 

When he bid good-by to his wife Castro 
showed great emotion.

JURY GIVES OPEN VERDICT 
IN LUNDAHL DROWNING CASE. 


Unable to Determine Whether Man 
Committed Suicide, Was Murdered, or 
Met His Death Accidentally. 


An open verdict was returned yesterday by 
a coroner's jury which held an inquest over 
the body of Gustav Lundahl, 353 West Huron
